(6) Before transacting any business with this state or a political subdivision of
this state, a domestic corporation or a foreign corporation that uses an assumed
corporate name shall, in addition to the filing required by subdivision (d)(3), file with the
secretary of state, in such form and manner as the secretary may require by rule, a
disclosure setting forth the true identity of each incorporator of the corporation.
SECTION 2. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 48-54-101(d), is amended by adding

the following as a new subdivision:

(6) Before transacting any business with this state or a political subdivision of
this state, a domestic corporation or a foreign corporation that uses an assumed
corporate name shall, in addition to the filing required by subdivision (d)(3), file with the
secretary of state, in such form and manner as the secretary may require by rule, a
disclosure setting forth the true identity of each incorporator of the corporation.
SECTION 3. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 48-207-101(d), is amended by

adding the following as a new subdivision:

(6) Before transacting any business with this state or a political subdivision of
this state, an LLC or a foreign LLC that uses an assumed name shall, in addition to the

filing required by subdivision (d)(3), file with the secretary of state, in such form and
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manner as the secretary may require by rule, a disclosure setting forth the true identity of

each member of the LLC.

SECTION 4. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 61-1-105, is amended by adding the
following as a new subsection:

(f) Before transacting any business with this state or a political subdivision of this
state, a partnership shall file with the secretary of state, in such form and manner as the
secretary may require by rule, a disclosure setting forth the true identity of each partner.
SECTION 5. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 61-1-1001, is amended by adding

the following as a new subsection:

(p) Before transacting any business with this state or a political subdivision of
this state, a registered limited liability partnership that uses an assumed name shall, in
addition to the registration requirements of this part, file with the secretary of state, in
such form and manner as the secretary may require by rule, a disclosure setting forth
the true identity of each partner.

SECTION 6. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 61-1-1004, is amended by adding
the following as a new subsection:

() Before transacting any business with this state or a political subdivision of this
state, a foreign registered limited liability partnership that uses an assumed name shall,
in addition to the filing required by subsection (d), file with the secretary of state, in such
form and manner as the secretary may require by rule, a disclosure setting forth the true
identity of each partner.

SECTION 7. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 61-2-201, is amended by adding the
following as a new subsection:

(d) Before transacting any business with this state or a political subdivision of
this state, a limited partnership that uses an assumed name shall, in addition to the filing

required by subsection (a), file with the secretary of state, in such form and manner as
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the secretary may require by rule, a disclosure setting forth the true identity of each

partner.

SECTION 8. Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 61-2-902, is amended by adding the
following as a new subsection:

(d) Before transacting any business with this state or a political subdivision of
this state, a foreign limited partnership that uses an assumed name shall, in addition to
the filing required by subsection (a), file with the secretary of state, in such form and
manner as the secretary may require by rule, a disclosure setting forth the true identity of
each partner.

SECTION 9. This act takes effect January 1, 2025, the public welfare requiring it.
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
